WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—The Guiteau 


trial was resumed this morning in 
-.e 


presence of the usual throng.

entering the witness box, Guiteau ad- 
dressed himself to the audience, saying : 
"Two weeks ago I sent out an appeal 
for money. I did it on my own account, 
and the day afterward Sooville publicly 
announced it was without his authority. 
I asain invite tny friends to send me 
money in the interest of the cause of 
justice and for my defense. 
They can 


send $5, $10 or $15, or $1,000 if they 
wish. 
If they don't want to be known 


they can send without name to Scoville." 


Judge Porter then began a rapid fire 


of interrogations, eliciting from the pris- 
oner in his several replies that physical- 
ly he was a coward and had always kept 
away from personal danger.
